2014 Questionnaire closed - the results are in! 


Here are some headline statistics from the 2014 data: 


e NSW contributed the greatest number of questionnaires to this year's total - 4213 (or 26%). 

e Consistent with previous years, most questionnaires were submitted by students from secondary 
schools (7843, 49%), followed by combined (4309, 27%) and primary and special schools (3922, 
24%).
